The roi-tlicoming: Bictionary of 

the £ii|;i:lish linng^uagre^: 

(New York Sun.) 

We learn from the Hemit Britlan- 
niyxie that the first part of the new 
and gigantic dictionary of the English 
language, undertaken a quarter of a 
century ago by tho Philological|Sooiety 
and subsequently carried -forwarU- at 
the cost of issuing from the Clarendon 
Press. Many years, however, must 
elapse before the romaiaing parts 
are published, for in respect of tho 
range and minuteness of tho researches 
whose results will be condeuHed in ,it» 
many tiiousand pages, it will surpass 
oven the great thesaurus which attests 
the extraordinary industry and erudi- 
tion of M, Littro, or the huge and still 
unfinished lexicon upon which tho 
Frenchgi&saidemyviK boon employed 
for generations;^ ■ ' 
../Ihejt^^ of the production of this 
vast Vork, las related by the Sevue, 
reads like the accounts of the produc- 
tion of those Chinese cyclopoediaEf on 
Which thii life-long labors of thousands 
of literati are expended. The scheme, 
it seems, was first suggessed in 1857 
by Archbishop (then Denn) Trench in 
an address before tho Philological So- 
ciety, Convinced of tho usefulness of 
a new lexicon that should be jjrepared 
upon a scale largo enough to include 
every word that has oven once been 
used in the reputable English books at 
any epoch, and every meaning of each 
(WjOi^il^^hpVsssqciation^vd^ tako 
Joh'nson's*' dictionary '-as^rS'^basis, but, 
besides correcting his mistakes in de- 
rivation and definition, to immensely 
enlarge his vocabulary by adding all 
the words unknown in his timo or re- 
jected by him as obsolete. In pursu- 
ance of this design tlie Philological 
Society employed seventy-six readers, 
chosen, of course, with reference to 
their special knowledge in the various 
piovinces of literature, in the arts and 
Sciences, or in {the several professions, 
trades and handicrafts. For twenty- 
two years these readers were engaged

thors, and^^i^thf^^e^a^^^^^ quota 
tions illiistrative' of the -toeahing of 
particular words. When aboutf five 
years 9go tho concrete outcome of their 
inyelltigaitiona was transmitted to the 
University of Oxford — the expense of 
conapilation having proved too burden- 
some to the Philological Society — it 
was found that the materials accumu- 
lated weighed two tons, and comprised 
upwards of three millions of printed or 
written slips, explanatory of the senses 
in which given words had, .been used 
by different authors, 
"since 1878 the task has been pushed 
forward with redoubled energy. The. 
superintendence of the work has been 
coafided' by the University to Mr, 
Murray, the' Prew^ent^ of >the Philo- 
logical SocietjrVHvfib'^is"^ by a 
staff of efficient sub-editors and by no 
leas than 800 subordinate assistants. 
It is ''estimated that tho book, when 
finished, will have cost at least a 
quarter of a million dollars; but it will 
be the property of tho University, 
which may ultimately reimburse itself 
by sales. As we have said, the first 
of the twenty -four parts contemplated 
— each of which is expected ^0 contain, 
350 pages and tho whole of which. will 
give thethistory and definuion of 237,- 
000 wordsl^ifr already in presa, and in 
order • 'to 'tie published ,only^' " waitS; for 
th'i^^anctibri of the Oxford autbbrities. 
We should also mention that the pages 
are the same size as tiicsa of M.Littre's 
dictionary, and there are three columns 
on each page. Some idea of the mi- 
nuteness with which the work has 
been performed can bo obtained from 
the fact that not less than ten columns 
are devoted to the letter A. The prico 
of the parts has not been settled, but, 
whatever it may be, the book will bo 
indispensable to thorough-going stu- 
dents of the English language,provided 
it shall evince a degree of accuracy and 
skill at ,all ;Commensur?ito; with the 
labor, learning, time and money lavish- 
ed on its compil ation .

The debate on tho Settlement Bill wa^ 
continued yoaterday afternoon and will 
be resumed to-day. It is quite proper 
thai thore should be no appearance of 
hurry in reeard to the bill, and that all in- 
formation that members require should 
be laid before them, but there ia a point 
beyond.flihioh a ,dM trifle becomes 

Pg^^^^|b||h^|t|ominion and the 
1^ttB^^rftMi%n i^lled together at 
an early dai^i for the express purpose of 
dealing with^lthis bill, which has now been 
before the province since last session, and 
certaiuly ought to be understood by this 
time both by honorable members 
and the people at large. It is, uevortho- 
less, amusing to hear tho leader of tiie 
opposition attacking principles in tho pre- 
sent Dunamuir bill which he was per- 
feotly . satisfied wiih in tho Clements bill 
fQ^h&r^ojint* between the two 



ave ° been shown again and again.. 
Both aa regards the protection of the rights 
of squatters, tho substantial nature of the 
road to be built and the immense superi- 
ority of the Dunsmuir bill roiiuirea no 
argument. Aa to the giving away of tho 
minerali in this railway belt- it is surpris- 
ing that considering the great uncertainty 
of their value, Mr. Armstrong or some 
one else did not move for tho purchase of 
a boring machine that the products miglil" 
be proved before the.{urther|3||}ni^ 
of the bill. In regard to' this'u'inastlffe 
simply observed that tho wildest surmiscH 
ate apt to bo formed as to tho value of 
mineral lands which are just aa likely to 
err considerably on the other side when 
brought to a practical test. A great deal 
of expansive nonsense has already been 
' talked and written on this subject, but in 
regard to coal lauds about which there 
has been so much said, the signiticaut fact 
remains that in spite of immense outlays 
of dfipital only, one paying mine has been 
developed in this pirovince. It is also 
quite probable that the .lanio experience 
will sho^ir itself in regard to other miner- 
als which are said to abound; they will 
require largo amounts of capital to de- 
volop ihom and, exciipt in solit.-^ry in- 
stances, yield only slow returns. This, 
at least, is the general experience in min- 
ing, and it is a pretty good data to go 
upon and one which would influence any 
business man in making an iuvestmont of 
this nfttare. 'But there are other items of 
the'Settleiiaent Bill to be considered, tho 
most important of whichs is the dry dock 
and a silly attempt was made by the leader 
of the opposition to prove that this was a 
valuable provincial property which ought 
.to be retained at all hazards, though in 
that case it was conclusively shown we 
should have to complete the dork at our 
own expense , for the benefit of the D 
minion government, owing to an act 
passed by the administration over which 
Mr. Beaveri himself had the honor to pre- 
side. As to the "robbery" of the Peace 
river lands that simply means the open- 
ing of those lands at tho expense 
of the Dominion J but what is 
the use of reiterating ' facts that 
some people seem either unwilUhg or un- 
^^rfjle to understand. They may depend 
^VUfon it, they wotild soon unilerstaud a good 
many of them if tho Settlement Bill did not 
pass; ■■ although there is fortunately no 
fear of such a conclusion. Tho piovince, 
wisely or unwisely, has thrown away 
chances before iu the bopo of better terms ; 
but when probably a last chance is prosont- 
ij^^iBcl to the people, it wotdd be well to let the 
jexperience of the past arid the uncertainties 
of the future admonish thom in their de- 
cision, so that they may notnohiove wisdom 
when it is too late" It may not be amiss, 
how*ver, to look over the brink of the pre- 
cipice, even if we have resolved upon its de- 
scent. To Victoria and the province at 
large the failure of the bill would be a last- 
. ing misfortujie. ■ Iu a few years tho Caiin- 
dian Pacific will bo linished and the ficti- 
tiouB prosperity it gives \m while building 
will fade away like the mist, All we eau 
ofifor to immigrants will be a comparatively 
limited area of laud, for tho railway lahdii 
on the mainland will be locked up and the 
province generally ^\■ill find itwelf handicap- 
ped with the completion of the drydock, 
with as little beueht from it as if it were be- 
ing built for a foreign power. But the con- 
stniction of the Island railway would give 
as a' rallying point; a largo amount of 
money %vonld be circulated, manufactures 
and local enterprise of all kinds would be 
encouraged. The agricultural lands would 
bo settled up. All classes would lind era- 
ploymeut and good wages, and wo shoidd 
have enough imd to .spare for tho inmiigrant, 
mechanic and laborer. Moreover, we 
■ should have the Island railway itself as an- 
cther factor of progress, for to say that a 
railway will not do thitiund wUl not do that 
is alraoBt as absurd as saying oiu- coal lands 
are of such intrinsic value t)mt they never 
pugbt to be ofifered for sale except at a 
price at which no one will buy them. A 
railway, like other undeveloped Tesources, 
is an unknown quantity which can only he 
decided bv a practical test. ' Bhnll we then 
forego airthese advantages and ignore these 
Bubstantial bcnelits-^apd for what? That 
we may leave ourselves with burdens in- 
stead of resources; that we may throw a 
poll on our enterprise and progress; and, 
Uko the starving miser, boast that wo /ire 
poBscHHcu of untold wealth that the sun has 
never looked upon and'the vampire capital- 
ist has Diver been permitted to touch. Yet 
the -^pitoliBt will have our possessions 
sooner ^OT^^^^ ho will como like tlio 

strong irian and tako tho gold und tho iron 
and the coal that wn hoarded so carefully, 
and our descendants will" 6njoy the advant- 
ages that we might Uflvo shared if we had 
only possessed Bense enough to appreciate 
them. 

^ THE DEBATE. 

The debate on the Settlement bill whs 
continued yesterday with considerable 
spirit. Tho loader of tho opposition 
sbouid take a lesson in patriotism of Mr. 
Duck who, although belie ving .;tha|; the 
bill does not givo us all wo are entitled to, 
declared, in effect, that the "Fight 
Canada" policy is ft failure beoauso of a 
lack of unanimity ainong tho people of 
the province. Ho announced his intention 
of voting for the bill smid loud cheers. 
A conoluaion will be reached to-day and 
the bill be pastfea''by a largo majority.

From a letter sent bjt .Frank A. Stew- 
art, of Port Orford, Oti^^ a friend in 
Portland, the , North west' News obtains 
the followi^gJaecMnt of the b^^ of 
the steamcrVibt'oiSai': ^ \ 

The steamer Victoria'en route fromNa- 
natmo, B. C, to San Francisco, struck a 
rock in coming through tho inside chan- 
nel at Capo Blanco Reef, on Wednesday, 
the 28th of November, at 3 o'clock p. m. 
Tho collision, as reported by those on 
board at the time, was not more violent 
than tho shock of an ordinary sea. Not 
ono of the crew wore •knocked, off' his 
feet, no excitement prevailed and the ship 
kept moving — evidently having struck the 
rock a glancing blow. In a short timo it 
wos discovered that her water-ballast tank 
which had boon empty, had filled with 
water. The steamer reached Port Orford 
at 4 o'clock p. m., when tho captain ran 
her into the harbor and examined into her 
condition. No leak was discovered in 
any other portion of the vessel, and a.i it 
did not leak from the inside, it was 
thought 8afe,to.4r«ame her voyage. But 
when scarcely^ffitle miles away, it being 
discovered that her ballast tank had 
sprung a

She was immediately put 'ab^Oilt^aod i re- 
turned to Port Orford, th8'1ealr*ill the 
while increasing, and ithe water gaining, 
despite the efforts of ' her steam pumps, 
whose energetic workings could be dis- 
tinctly heard by those on shore, who now, 
for the first time in tho history of this 
place, wore to undergo the thrilling ex- 
citement of a stranded ship at our very 
doors, and the ccinsoquent imperilling of 
human lives. Coal w.-is thrown overboard 
and everything was done that could hive 
been done to keep the ship afloat as long 
as possible. Though battling against the 
waters that assailed his ship, yet not for 
a moment did the intrepid captain forgot 
the safety of those lives entrusted to 'his 
care. Darkness had now set in, and, 
what added to tho anguish of the occasion, 
a tongue of fog swept round the^.^derpted 
ship, preventing her for some'minutes 
that were fraught with peril from seeing 
the lights ashore that were to guide her to 
a friendly sand beach, and save her from 
being dashed to pieces among the nest of 
rocks a quarter of a mile below. Fortu- 
nately the fog soon cleared away, and 
then, when it was evident that tho ship 
was sinking and no more time could bo 
risked, she was run aground j- on a sand 
bottom, at the best place that could have 
been selected. . Her great engines ceased 
their hfe-like throb, and her huge form, 
like a dying giant, rolled in the throes of 
dissolution. And then came tho excite- 
ment of

And crew on stningo shores and through 
roaring br.;akers, whoso dangers wore eti- 
voloped in darkness. Tho citizens heie 
having no boat at hand to go out to tho 
wreck built a lar^o bonfire at tho beat 
landing place under tho loo of Battle 
Rock. Guided by the friendly bonfire 
and the waving of lanterns tho bonts were 
landed without a single blunder, and 
every life was saved at last. As soon as 
tho firrft boat had landed somo of @t citi- 
zens wont out and piloted tho otheplHiats 
in through tho narrow landing* place, 
thereby rendering very valuable servico 
and decreaHing the danger. Too inucli 
praise cannot bo bestowed upon the cap- 
tain, oflicera, crew and passengers for 
their exemplary conduct, for their . cool- 
noss aiid heroism in the last motnents of 
the disaster, when they were all in the 
presence of real danger. There was sys- 
tem and the best of good senao iu every 
exigency, with no confusion and clashing 
of ordeifi^AU.tho ship's spacious boats 
were%1*"lxc§llent condition, were properly 
equipped for possible contingencies, wero 
launched when a heavy ground swell was 
running, and received their precious 
freight without accident. Tho first boat 
took the paasongers— six . in number— 
among whom were ono lady and ono child 
The second boat' took the

Of the steamer's crow. The third boat 
took the sailors, while the captain had the 
fourth one for his own use, and was tho 
last man to leave jkhe stranded ship, nor 
did he leave it thon till actual danger of 
being washed off, and tho importunitios of 
hia officers and of somo of the citizens 
hero prevailed upon him to do so. Only 
such articles as tlio baggage and effects of 
each individual as wore easy to hand e 
have been saved. A heavy sea was break- 
ing over her in the morning, and pre- 
vontod the caving of anything else. The 
ship 18 now hreaking up, Uuge pieces of 
her wooden .upper works atft waahmg 
ashore. Even her coal is already bomg 
cast up from the sea, and .the beach for 
miles around is strewn with the accumu- 
lating evidence of her destruction, ^ 
Capt. Reichroan says, that being heave 
laden, he wished to avoid the 'heavy 
swells, by running inside Steamer chan- 
nel flt the reef, that his bearings wore 
correct as by his chart, and that ne must 
have touched an unknown rock . Ho was

CALIFORNIA. 
S.VN FuANcisco, Deo. 13. — Work on tho 
Californian and Oregon railorad is progress- 
ing favorable. Tho long dry spell has ol- 
lowud a continuance of difficult gi'ading 
and tunneling and all available help is em- 
l)loyeil along tho lino of the road. Tho 
present large foroe will be increased as soon 
as possible. 

It is rei)drtod that ' Clans Spreokles has 
purchased tho sugar crop of most of th« 
Hawaiian plantations. There are upwards 
of seventy sugar plantations on tho 
Hawaiian Islands, Claud Spreckles is 
controlling owner in the largest of these, it 
will produce some 8,000 to 9,000 tons of 
sugar this year. Ho lias bargained for sug- 
ar to bo made from all other plantations, 
except One ' plantaiidni and- eight to ten 
small plantations for which Hackfeldt & 
Co., Honolulu, are agents. These outside 
plantations will produce from 8,000 to 
10,000 tons of sugar this year. 'The re- 
mainder of tho crop will all be turned over 
to Claua Spreckles on their respective 
plantations or at landings. Tho Hawaiian 
Islands have produced annually 35,000 to 
40,000 tons of sugar. With auSicient rain 
the croj) this year may reach 50,000 tons 
and in that event Spreckles would get 
40,000 tons from the purchase said to be 
most favorable to Spreckles. The price to 
bo paid ia the cost of dutiable sugar from 
the West Indies landed in New York less 
three-quarters of a cent per pound with- 
outrpgard to col^;e^. For example, if sug- 
ars from CubtTjs^inzing 91 per cent, 
sacaharine niattd^it>st 7^ cents landed at 
New Ytirk,the same grade of sugar landed 
at San Francisco is to net Hawaiian 
])lanter» seven cents. There ia provisions 
for one-eighth of ono cent advanoo or de- 
cline according as sugar vnrioa ono point 
either way. It is also stipulated that sugar 
shall be shipped to San Francisco 
in some ono of tho vessels owned by the 
Oceanic Steamship Company, of which 
S[)reckles is controlling owner. There are 
100,000,000 pounds of sugar distributed ^ 
from .San Francisco annually. Refiners have 
a good business and good profits; freights 
and tarift" on sugar from Now York by 
sail being two cents per pound with tho 
additional advantage of securing (50,000,- 
UOO to 80,0000,000 pounds. Sugar at 
three-quarters of a cents lues than dutia- 
ble sugars can be landed at New York 
frum tho West Indies and it will be the 
largest refinery in the country,if not in the 
world. It will be seen that Spreckles and 
his company have got a good thing in the 
sugar trede.

LoNDOk^'OotS 16.— -A couple of 
weeks ago it was a matter of current 
gossip around tho West Enri clubs that 
the Earl of Mountcashol, who as far 
back a8 1812 graduated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and married in 
1819, was about a second time to enter 
into the bonds of matrimony, having 
selected as tht^^fj^ftherpf his nonagena- 
rian joys ah'd'rol^ws the society bolle, 
Misa Keimedy.X'yo'ing just out 
of her teens, charming, pretty, and a 
sister of Lady .Weldon. In to-day's 
Times I -loe a notice of tho aged Lotha- 
rio's demise at the mature age of ninety- 
one, happily before the unnatural pro- 
jected union v?as consummated. l^y 
the by, I see that the late earl was tho 
"Father" of the Hou.se of Lords, ho 
having been the oldest living member 
of that august body for somo years past. 
The oldsst living peer to-day i.s tho 
Earl of Buckinghamshire, who was 
born on November 1, 1793. Les.s than 
two years ago the present Lord Hobart, 
grandson of the old earl and heir to the 
title, I mot out West, working on a 
farm for fifteen dollars a month. As 
far'aa I know-be is stiill gaining a liveli- 
hood in that same reputable if, not 
highly lucrative manner. To explain 
tho apparent anomalv of n real live lord 
and the heir to an earldom working ns 
a farm-hand I should tell you that tho 
present earl, who ia very poor aa earln 
gOj haying probably something less 
thafes$ld;000 a year to subsist upon, 
many years ago quarrelled with his 
eldest son, the late Lord Hobart, and 
the old earl's enmity extends to his 
first horn's offspring. The aged noblo- 
man, who if a dignitary' of tho church, 
Prebendary of Wolverhampton, doon 
not, or did not when last I saw him, 
make any provision for « Lord Hobart. 
Being a munly young fellow bis lord 
ship went out to America, resolving to 
entirely earn his own living as best he 
could until such timo as' he should be 
called to the House of Peers, on the 
demise of his unnatitral grandfather.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWEIW. 

Mr. lJuck asked, Has the contract en- 
tered into between the provincial govern- 
ment and Messrs. F. B. McNameo &Co., 
in 1880, for the construction of the grav- 
ing dock at Esquimau, been cancelled; 
and, if so, at what date and how? 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe— The contract was 
cancelled on the 27th day of June, 1882, 
when the chief commissioner of lands and 
works, in the exorcise of the power 
vested in him under tho contmot took 
possession of the dock for default in the 
prosecution of its construction. 

Mr. Duck asked, Is it the intention of 
the government to introduce a bill, at 
this session of the legislature, to prevent 
the manufacture and storage of large 
quantities of powder in dangerous prox- 
imity to the centre of population] 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— A bill will be intro- 
duced on the subject. 

Mr. Semlin asked. Is it the'intontion of 
the governioenk to abolish the toll on the 
Yale-Cariboo road this season? 

Hon. Mr. Smithu — Tho governmont do 
not intend to abolish the Cariboo road 
tolls this year, although a change is under 
consideration, but is not intended to take 
imniediate effect. 

SETTLEMENT BILL. 

Mr. Beavon resumed his remarks on 
this important bill. He again complained 
that all tho corrospondoncB had not been 
laid before the house, and said there was 
no evidence of any executive action since 
the 16th of May last. If the other mem- 
bers of tho executive had allowed tho 
premier to conduct all tho business in this 
matter the country ought to know it. If 
the DominioD had dealt with the pro- 
vince in a lenient manner they should be 
dealt with similarly; but under tho cir- 
cumstances we should not gram these 
concessions. He contended that there 
was no power to grant the Dominion 
government 3,500,000 acres of Peace river 
lands until the original Terms of Union 
hud bsen altered with Impori'il consent. 
If the Dominion {jovernmont would deal 
justly ffith.the - province and administer 
those lands properly there might bo some 
excuse for this action. Ho quoted from 
Hon. Mr. Trutch's speech in the council 
in 1870, as reported in The C'oloni4, to 
show the views of that hon. ttoiitleiiian at 
that time. Ho understood that this bill 
was .not opou to amendment, but he 
claimed that the original terms of union 
were open to amendment. Legislation 
should have begun at Ottawa and then 
the matter should be laid bofoz-a the elec- 
tors of this country for ratification. Such 
questions as those were never mooted to 
the electors at the last general election. 
The Dominion government wore not en- 
titled to 3,600,000 acres of land in tho 
Peace river country. Their highest legi- 
timate daiui was ' 800,000 acres . If wo 
continued to give away land at the rate we 
sre now doing there would soon be noth- 
ing for the chief commissioner to do. Ho 
accused the Dominion governmont of ill 
faith with the province and said there 
was no security that the Dominion will 
ever carry out its promises under this 
bill. He was surprised f hat this govern- 
ment came here. ;Bad,r wished^ 
house like serfs in a matter 'that affected 
every man's children, ("hear, hear," from 
Mr. Galbraith.) Tlie house was called 
on to remember Canada's bad faith with 
regard to the Carnarvon terms and he 
claimed that no provision was made in the 
bill for the rights of fr?e miners who could 
not work the gold contained in tho jail- 
way belt. Tho original reserve was "made 
under the agreement that the Vancouver 
Island railway would be a part of the 
Canadian Pacific railway. Now the whole 
of the land was to be conveyed to this 
railway company, and settlors on the 
grant would not have a right to make 
roads through the company's lands and 
which lay in 

Comox would block settlement thero. 
Every change that had been made in tho 
bill was in the interest of the Dominion 
government. The hon. gentleman said 
that in the section that related to the 
building of the dry dock there were ma- 
terial dilferences to those that existed for- 
merly. There was an absence of protec- 
tion for the interests of tho province 
in the clauBO. The only redeeming feature 
in the whole bill was tho provision made 
for the actual settler, who was entitled to tho 
surface riglits of the land on which he 
squatted. The time for the coinpletiou of 
Hho Island railway had been extended. If 
this was In tho interest of the province ho 
was unable for his part to see in what way. 
Sir John Macdonfifd. Jiad said ' that when 
the Island railway had been constructed the 
Dominion government would be prepareJl to 
conBider the question of compensation for 
delpy. The Clements Bill was largely sup- 
po^rted .by the members when it came be- 
fore the house: Under the act tho Oleihents 
company was simply to got the land grant 
on Vancouver Island, and no subsidy from' 
the Dominion government. Ho had voted 
for tho second reading of tho Clements 
bill becauBO he deemed the country general- 
ly wished it. Let all maintain the interests 
of the Island, but ^at " .tKe|?j^mo time the 
cfaims of the Mainland niust" not' be forgot- 
ten. What he wanted to see was a fair 
LatiiH of KGttlemeut, which the bill in its 
present state did not provide; and in con- 
clusion he would state it would have been far 
better for the welfare of the province at 
largo had the houHO been difisolvcd l(\st ses- 
sion and the AviKlies of tho country obtained 
on this most important mcasuro.' .• 

Hon. Mr. Davio followed in support of 
tho bill, and said that the leader of tho op- 
position hud shown a lamentable want of 
knowledge in discussing the question. Y/as 
it Ukoly that the Dominion government 
wished to bottle iip the lauds in tho roiico 
river country, or that the railway people 
would refuse to allow roads to be built 
through their lands? To say that the Do- 
minion government would be content to 
bottle up tho lauds they would require un- 
der tho treaty, was like saying tliul Kol.nii- 
Hon Crusop was content to oxiat on tlio 
inland of Ban Juan Feriiandez without a 
companion. The railway company could 
npt prevent roads being .built;. through theii- 
lands by settlers,' aud ^^%;^foll8 this act 
was subject to tho Consolidated Railway 
Act of Canada of 1879. It did not rest 
with tho railway people to interpose any 
obstacle in tho way of settlement, As to 
what Sir Alexander Campbell had said ten 
or twelve years ago was of no importance. 
The house had now to deal with more prac- 
tical matters-^-to say whether tho bitterness 
and bickering that had ^-etarded tho pro- 
gross of the country and .which, so long aa 
tl^ey pontimied Vottl^ preveiit- any solid 
prpgre^s m-^.countr^ wa^ to be persisted 
fn]'i;(^teWiV It Wfts fortuhate that a change 
of 'admiiiistratlon had taken place last 
spring." The bickering \vith Canada 
would have gone on and more of the 
signs of improvement . which are now 
f^bo.Ht m would b* Df«n. . Tb* Io«d9r of 



the opposition had now apologized for his 
aoticu on the Clements' bill. He acted 
well in doing so, because the action of his 
government in repealing the land reserve 
act had given the Dominion government 
tho pretext of saying they were relieved 
of the responsibility of building the 
Island railway. The taking away of tho 
lands, they claimed, had relieved that 
goTernment from^that obligation. The 
whole lof^thjs^^^tiQa^^^ was discussed last 
8oasioh^^bii¥cKe.hoWgentleman said we 
wore wrong in bringing this bill down 
without an order in council. Such was 
not tho case. The bill before the house 
was the same bill, a little more favorable 
to the proviuce than that which was pass- 
ed last session and which was properly 
introduced to the house (order in council 
road.) There was no occasion for an ad- 
ditional order in council. In passing, tho 
hon. gentleman cumpMmented the premier 
on tho exhaustive manner in which he, 
although in ill health, had put the matter 
before the house (hoar.) This government 
found the Islsnd railway, the public 
works and the dry dock matters in a state 
of great disorder. A majority of tho 
house wore detorminod that no more pro 
vincial money should be spent on tho 
dock. , The beat public lands yere locked 
up and a more wretched condition of 
affairs could not have been conceived 
(cheers.) 'J'his governmont had to opou 
up the lands and secure the settlement 
or all the matters in dispute. It camo 
with bad grace from the. leader of the op- 
position, who had fathered the Clements' 
bill aud tho Koototiay bill, to talk about 
giving away tho public domain (cheers.) 
The government ;itii>'pursua of their 
duty had originated'1;ho'?^Settlement Bill, 
aud if there was any constituency that 
would benotit by the passing; of that; bill it 
was Victoria city, whose shirewdest and 
most enterprising business men — some of 
whom had always supported the leader of 
tho opposition — were in . favor of the 
passage of the bill. If this attempt to 
effect a settlement failed the leader of tho 
opposition would huvo to face his consti- 
tuents and he would bo told by 
them that- he had voted wrongly. 
(Cheers.) The leader of the opposition 
was not prepared to say that tho bill was 
opposed to tho best interests of the pro- 
vince; and he was doubtless inclined to 
support it. It was true wo had not got 
all the concessions wo wished or deserved; 
but we had a binding and substantial 
agreement that the rail way would be built. 
We have an agreement under which for 
four years actual settlers had a right to 
lake up land on tho railway line at $1 an 
acre and the government would adiniuis- 
tor those lands. Tho mainland railway 
lands would bo thrown open as from tho 
date of the passage of this bill at $1 an 
aero. The langtiago that is used here in 
respect to the minerals is tho same that' 
was used in the Clements bill. He did 
not think there was much gold or silver 
in the railway belt; b]it'|^j|mere were gold 
and silver never passed''^ unless they wore 
speeifically mentioned. They wore not 
mentioned in this bill and, therefore, did 
not pass into tho hands of the railway 
company. He hoped that the land was 
valuable. It was certainly r, great specu- 
lation on the part of Mr. Dunsmuir, be- 
cause he had to part with the ajtricul- 
tural land at $1 an acre. All coal 
lauds were not of equal value. ^Minea 
could not be sunk without a large expend- 
iture of money, and the persons into 
whose hands these lands may pass will 
never allow them to lie idle. He looked 
to tho passage of tho bill to bring pros- 
perity to every part of the province and 
to furnish employment for laborers. ~(Mr. 
Beaven— Chinese ?) No — Whites. The 
hon. gentleman should have put a clause 
in the Clements bill to prevent tho em- 
ployment of Chinese on the line. (Cheers.) 
Mr, Dunsmuir would t6\i the house that 
Chinese labor is unprofitable, and he 
would do his best to get rid of it. The 
government had done their best to have 
an anti-Chinesa clause introduced into the 
Settlemcm^ the ca{}italiato^a'Dt^the 

Dominion*Qov'ernmont objected'^ and this 
government reluctantly yielded the point. 
The idea that the line could be dellected 
to Alberni was ridiculed. No doubt the 
lino would be brought to Victoria in the 
iutorestj of the railway company. What- 
ever was necessary in tho interest of com- 
merce would be done and the lino would 
come to" Victoria. Ho re-echoed what 
Mr. Allen, his colleague, had said, that 
tho Lillooot members wore sent down to 
vote against another dollar of provincial 
money being spent on the drydock. 
It was possible that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment were getting more land in the 
Peace river district than they are legiti- 
matjelsf^entitled to; but not more than 
they' were"' equitably entitled to. The 
3,500,000 acres lay east of the mountains 
in tho Peace river district, and ultiiougli 
tho loader of tho opposition might sneer 
at the statement of the premier and say 
that any high school boy knew the pro- 
vince owned land there he (Mr. Davio) 
ventured to say that tho loader of the op- 
position ^as scarcely aware, before this 
bill^^raigbrought in, that the province 
owneSiand^there. It was a fact, he be- 
lieved, that while the hon. gentleman en- 
joyed tho sweets of office thero was no 
map of the province in the high school. 
Was that so ? 

Mr. Beaven said he did not know; but 
he thought there was. 

Hon. Mr, Davio continued that geo- 
graphically the lands in the Peace river 
country were not part of tho province, 
but wo did nut part with our sovereignty 
over them. Therefore, thei settlement of 
those lands by tho Dominion Government 
would bo of great advaiitago to the jiro- 
viiico. Tho differences between the 
Dominion and province were settled now 
for tho first time since^confederation „aud 
we would get along better in the future 
than in tho past under a peaceful policy. 
Ho had always blamed the Dominion 
Government for their treatment of this 
province; but they were doing stjmething 
in bringing this bill before the Dominion 
parliament and undertaking to stand or 
fall by it. Tho value of roalostato would 
depreciate and trade would stagnate with- 
in twenty-four hours after the defeat of 
this measure if such should be the oliti 
come of this debate. He gave hisi 'Mr,^- : 
port to the bill, whether the govornraeiit 
.stood or fell. . The country mus^; opmo to 
an underBtanding WitH^tlia;D^^ Gov- 
ernment/op"'th6"tiii'f6ltuhate state of af- 
fairs that had prevailed for ten years 
would return. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Raybould said his constituents had 
instructed him to oppose this bill and ho 
would vote against it. Both sides had 
been ably presented to tho houHO and it 
would bo for hon. gentleman to say 
wliether tho bill should pass or not. Ho 
denied that tho strike hud had any influ- 
ence in shaping public opinion in his 
district, because, although the strike had 
ended, hostility still existed. The feeling 
ogainst the bill at Nanaimo was very pro- 
nounced (Petition from Nanaimo against 
tho bill was here road.) It hud been 
clearly shown that this bill would create 
a monopoly in coal. Mr. Richardson 
estimated that tho value of the coal lands 
was almost incalculable and figures were 
produced in support of this sBsertion, 
Vbil ImUd^ in N|»i4cAo aginatV (he bUl 



was intensified and as a proof of that 
feeling he said resolutions in opposition 
to the bill were passed on the 11th inst. 
There was not the remotest possibility of 
the lBh;nd railway ever becoming part of 
the Canadian Pacific system. Tho agri- 
cultural portion of the Island was very 
limited aud would support but few 
settlers. If the railway would not pay 
for the axle gre.'tse then why build it ] If a 
ferry wua maintained between English bay 
aud Nanaimo it would only savo one hour's 
time between Burrard Inlet and Victoria. 
In conclusion ho announced that he 
would oppose the bill. 

Mr. Dingwall said he was in general 
opposed to throwing obstacles in the way 
of building railways, but this bill gave 
away too much for too little. If tho road 
came to Comoj ho might have supported 
the bill. All the land in his district was 
taken away and no road was given in ex- 
change. He extolled tho timber, coal and 
iron deposits of Comox and said ho could 
not support tho bill in its present shape. 

Hon. Mr. Drake said the hon. member 
for Nanaimo had produced tho best argu- 
ment in favor of the bill ho had over 
hoard. He said there were billions and 
billions of tons of coal thore lying idle 
since coal was first made; the deposits had 
never been opened, and now when a com- 
pany proposed to lay them bare tho peo- 
ple of Nanaimo adopt a dog in tho manger 
policy. They could not work the imines 
themselves and were determined that no 
one else should. The members for Comox 
and ISanaimo only looked at the bill as it 
affected their own di.^trict3; but they lo.'it 
sight of tho great advantages that would 
flow from getting rid of the drydock aud 
tho opening of the public lauds. The hon. 
gentleman continued that when he was a 
boy ho road Rullins' Ancient History 
tlir jugh and then laid it down witha pious 
hope that he might never see it again. 
(Laughter.) But to day the leader of tho 
opposition had raked over all the old sores 
that had fostered and rankled for years in 
the public mind until ho (Mr. Drake) be- 
gan to think that he was reading Rollins 
again, (laughter.) Ho almost fancied he 
detected a vein of regret in the tone of tho 
leader of the opposition — regret that he 
hud not boon privileged to bring in this 
bill. Of course ho felt bound to pick it 
to pieces, but only because he 
(the leader) had not been allowed to bring 
in the bill. Ho had taunted this govorn- 
nient with following in his footstops; the 
government did not aspire to follow in 
such devious tracks, but had undertaken 
to do work which he had failed to do. 
The "Fight Canada" policy of this gov- 
ernment reminded him of a boy kicking 
against a stone wall and only hurting his 
own foot. Tho Dominion Government 
woro quite indifferent to our hostility, 
They simply did nothing; and the pro- 
vince starved. We ought to have liaofar 
better terms than thoae wo havegot; but 
we /Wore not the political power in the 
Dominion that we should^^l^^ii^ few 
years hence. Then we coiildftaake our- 
selves heard, our influence felt and our 
rights leMpocted. The government had 
done the bestythey could in the interest 
of this fprovlnee^ and^: the' 'policy of the 
government had been productive of good 
results already. If the old policy had 
been continued, there would have been 
no investment of capital, no revival of 
industrial and commercial pursuits which 
had followed closely on the passage of this 
bill last spring. (Hear.) Th bill did not 
create a monopoly. The land was open 
to settlement at $1 an acre and^it was not 
likely that the promoter of the company 
would invest his money in a railway that 
would not pay for axlegrease. The Do- 
minion Government had to take oror 
3,500,000 acres of land in the Peace river 
district in a rectangular blook whether 
good, bad or indifferent. We were not 
altering the terms of uhion, we were not 
ohahging tho boundaries of the province, 
aud it was absurd to say that we "gave 
away" the land, Tho house was dealing 
with an active present, and not a dead 
past. The bill was not a new thing-^it 
was thoroughly discussed last session, 
and tho house was thoroughly-acquainted 
with every step that had been taken. If 
the house were to throw out the bill it 
would bo the meaQa^f-^oh'ebkinc improve- 
ment, immigration and'commerco. If the 
present bill failed ho was in a position to 
say the Dominion Government would not 
reopen negotiations on as favorable terms 
as these and then where would tho pro- 
vince find itself ? (Cheers.^ 

Mr. Orr was surprised to see so much 
hostility against the Island railway by 
Island members. The opening of the 
lands would give an opportunity for thou- 
sands of settlers to make good homos. He 
himself knew of over 150 families coming 
in the spring, encouraged by the assurance 
of obtaining a good title to land settled 
upon. The graving dock had boon a 
burden to the province since its com- 
mencement. As regards the Peace river 
lands they were at present of no value 
either to Canada or this province. They 
wore almoit inaccessible to us aa yet. 
Last year there was hardly a member,por- 
haps, in tho house who knew the province 
possessed them (laughter.) An applica- 
tion made to the gold commissioner, in 
reference to a mining claim, elicited the 
answer that the lands were beyond his 
jurisdictionl^latigbter.) The hon. leaddrj 
of the oppositton^was at that tithe the 
head of the. governmont. He was satisfied 
that tho bill passed last spring had given 
an impetus to the country unknown to it 
since the golden ; days of Cariboo, an 
impetus mbreoVer wnich it would not soon 
lose. Ho had voted for the Settlement 
bill last year and ho certainly should not 
change his opinion now (applause.) 

Mr. Oiilbraith felt himself called upon 
to say something. Mr. Orr had accused 
tho gold commissioner at Peace river of 
being iunorant of geography. He would 
not bo surprised to havo him charge him 
with anything after that. 

Mr. Orr — 1 will charge him with the 
Kootenay bill (laughter.) 

Mr. Galbraith continued that British 
Columbia was losing 3,600,000 acres of 
land in L^eace river. It was moat valuable 
land. They would realize this fact when 
immigrants poured in and qo place was 
left to sand them (Mr. Allen — 'fh^re are 
18,000,000 acres loft there.) In giving 
atSfsiy. " tbo .dry dock wo wer^ throwing 
away a most valuable property. Tho 
railway would never reach Esquimalt and 
would anyway open up very little of 
tho country. Tho terminus would 
either be at Alberni or Now Wostrains- 
tor. (Laughter.) Wo were tamely sub- 
mitting to tho dictates of Oanadii^tf bile! 
m striking contrast to us Manitoba was 
at present fighting for her rights. Tho 
cry was, "Make peace with Canada." 
Peace, pos.oo, and yet we have no peace 1 
(Laughter.) The government's position 
with regard to its policy was humiliating 
in tho extreme. 

Mr.Duck presumed the government in- 
tended to carry the bill through tho house 
in its entirety. Ho did not oppose all 
tho provisioii'ui of the bill, but aa oiromn- 
stancos altered cases it behooved thom to 
arrive at a satisfactory understanding 
about it, By its own acts the houao had 
become powerless; the government had 
become demoralized and all that appeared 
to r«mMD WMi iubroiiaion, fie b«d given 



the question his earnest cousiduration 
and thouht the present basis of settle 
ment after ten years' struggle war but a 
poor result to show. Political strength 
had been sacrificed to sectional feeling 
and the fault lay partly with thie govern 
ment, but not entirely. Nothing had 
been gained, and the only crumb of con: 
fort that remained was that all had not 
quite gone. lu vulgar parlance the hid'j 
was gone and the country might one day 
find that the only part left, the tail, was 
gone also. (Laughter.) Up to 1870 B. 
C. was opposed to tho union with Cana- 
da, and only consented after the of 
for of better terms. Tho hon, gentleman 
then touched upon the terms uf union un 
dor which the province blicame annexed, 
and stated that as these terms had never 
boon kept by tho Dominion Goveniinent 
it was not injustice strictly entitled to the 
revenue of the province, which revenue, 
however, had boon I'ogularly cnllected. 
The Dominion Government was not en- 
titled to an acre of land on this island 
with the exception of reserves, because 
it had forfeited all right to them by 
bad faith. Years had rolled by,but noth- 
ing had been done with regard to Island 
railway construction, the land all the 
time remaining locked up. Lord Kim- 
berley had said that the province was 
not only entitled to tho Island rail- 
way, hut also to compensation 
for the dehiy. Up to July, 1882, the 
province had stood up for her^riebi.Ui|and 
had obtained two favoroblefYer^iolfl^'^^^lhe 
lalo government had been accused of in- 
capacity, but what had the present one 
done? They had ceriainly made a treaty 
with Canada but had sacrificed the rights 
of the province. He was satisfied that any 
further attempt to treat with tho Domin- 
ion could not but end in tho doorivation 
of our subsidies, and it would, therefore, 
be better to make the best of what we had 
got. Tho best was to submit to tho 
inevitable. lie would admit that present 
appearances indicated a great measure of 
prosperity, but thero was no credit due 
tho Dominion for that. Thero was, un- 
fortunately no competent court of juris- 
diction to which the claims of the pro- 
vince could be referred . Tho Peace river 
lands would bo more speedily utiliaed in 
tho hands of tho Dominion than in tho 
possession of tho province. It was only 
reasonable to suppose that work on tho 
graying dock would bo pushed forward 
rapidly by Canada, and tho Island railway 
would open up tho lands adjacent. He 
had voted against the bill last session, 
but times chauge and so do men. Let 
thom then unite their forces, accept the 
inevitable and pass tho bill. Tho bill 
must either pass as it is or be rejected, 
and tho only course open was evident. 
Ho would like tho contractor for tho rail- 
way to make public whether it was his 
intention to bring the railway to Victoria 
(loud applause.) . 

■ Mr. Dunsmuir said most decidedly 
it iL'aa his intention to bring the 
railway through to Victoria (long con- 
tinued applause.) 

Mr. Raybould asked if ho intended to 
do tho same with regard to Nanaimo. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said'ho was now talking; 
business and not politics. Tho railway 
would go within the municipality but the 
exact position ho was unable to' state. 

Mr. Grant moved the adjournment of the 
debate. Carried, and the house adjourned 
til 2 p.m. Friday.

How- 
ever a few days ago ho leased the lot 
to some parties from tho east for a period 
of five years at a monthly rental of 1^125 
and the further consideration that the 
leisees putbusiness houses on the lot,and 
turn them over to him free of Cxpenae at 
the termination of the lease.

Mr. M. O. Drew, 
also of Port Gamble, bought the lots ad- 
joining in 1878 for §3,000 and has recent- 
ly been offered 330,000 for the properly, 
which offer he refused.

Visit ton Grave ContalninsTwo. 
Hundred Skeletons lAid Side - 
by Side. 

(S&iita Barbara Independent.) 

A ghastly relic is on exhibition at 
G. W. Clark's place in the Morria 
House. It is the head of the chief of 
the two hundred aboriginal exiles trans- 
ported to Santa Cruz Island about 
seventy-five years ago, and left thereto 
atarve. There is a well nuthenjicated 
tradition extant among the ii!<tivoa here 
that a revolt of the Indians iu the vic- 
inity, led by a bravo young chief against 
the Spanish soldiers iu garrison here, • 
resulted in the total defeat of the in- 
subordinate Indiana. Tiie males being 
warlike and Btubboni, declined to work 
for their cphqaerora in a state of sla- 
very, and were given the alternative of 
working or being banished across the 
Santa Barbara channel to the islaada to 
starve to death. The^ refused to work, 
and were shipped across the channel and 
left there without food or means of liv- 
ing or escape. The story goes that they" 
died of starvation. In verification of 
this fact Santa Cruz iHland is ''.terally 
catacombed with graves, and the place 
whinco Clark's bony relic was taken is 
the head of a long trench, in which lay 
the skeletons of scores of the former na- 
tives of this vicinity. Mr. Herbert 
Gray, who found the h«ad now in 
Clark's collection of curiosities, dia , 
covered this ..trench in which the un- - 
fortunate victims of war and famine' - 
were laid side by side after ending a 
miserable existence. Tho head of the 
chief was distinguishable : by its fine 
shape and large .size as compared to the - 
others, and al.soby- the ornaments and 
care evidenced in its deposit in the ; 
earth. It is .a very interesting relic of - 
ancient times in and about Santa Bar-H i 
bara.
